If you look nt th proctocol you'll find thaw it quotes that very story, the 
part tliat refers to wliat it was said tfoh Jackson 3oid he saw. That much I redeemer. If

You actually took the position that ^r. Eberoole had reason for lying about 
being there when ^mes phoned PeiTy from the autopsy room and tliat //umes had no 
reason to abibut it.
